Let me tell you first about the carrot 
salad (95 cents) at this new North African 
restaurant in Harvard Square. For 
Cambridge palates acclimated to the 
rigors-of Szechuan cuisine, this little 
appetizer will be a most welcome 
provocation. Chunks of par-boiled carrots 
are marinated in oil, garlic and cayenne 
and served on a bed of lettuce — that the 
dish might sear some taste buds and kill 
one’s appreciation for the first few bites of 
the entree is, I think, a small price to pay 
for this tasty item. Less inflammatory but 
yet more garlicky is the sweet green 
pepper salad ($1.25), a pungent mini- 
ratatouille of peppers and tomatoes. One 
of the menu’s three soups, /Aarira (95 
cents) was also excellent, a puree of 
wealthy lamb stock, lamb and vegetables 
flecked, if I’m not mistaken, with egg 
white and spiced with cinnamon. 

Ahmed’s, which occupies that very 
pleasant space formerly filled by Henri 
IV, was unexpectedly good. Although the 
belly dancer and musicians were 
something of a distraction — I’m sorry, 
but the only abdomen I care about when 
I'm dining out is my own — the decor 
itself is very low key (white walls and 
white tablecloths) and, miracle of 
miracles, I could only count two plants in 
the entire place. Ahmed’s is one of the few 
restaurants these days that doesn’t look 
like a nursery. 

The entrees here are distinguished by 
their general quality, their size and their 
reasonable pricing. A Tangiers Tahine 
($4.25) consists of a quarter chicken in a

mild, slightly tomatoey sauce on a bed of 
couscous, surrounded by prunes and 
sprinkled with freshly roasted almonds 
and sesame seeds. The dish looks a bit 
better than it is; it doesn’t taste as if the 
prunes were cooked with the chicken, 
which would have been nice. The 
couscous Tfaia ($4.75) is a good helping of 
baked lamb (a previous rumor that the 
dishes were small has apparently been 
squelched in the kitchen) over very 
flavorful couscous and adorned with 
onions, raisins and almonds. The 
couscous Royal ($6.25) comes with either 
lamb or chicken, a skewer of deliciously- 
marinated beef brochette and baked 
carrots, zucchini, tomato, cabbage, 
turnip, onion and eggplant. (For 
vegetarians, these seven vegetables are 
served on couscous without meat at 
$4.25.) The entree offering is otherwise. 
split between chicken, lamb and beef 
dishes, virtually all within the $3 to $5 
range. 

Crepes suzette are on the dessert menu, 
but were not being served our night and so 
we settled for a horn gazelle, a long 
crescent-shaped pastry filled with ground 
almonds (95 cents). Baklava, mousse and 
cheesecake are also available. 

I’m relatively impressed with Ahmed’s 
and grateful that couscous dishes are now 
available in Cambridge at a modest price. 
The bread here, a blend of rye and white 
and baked in a pan like corn bread, is 
superb and should not be missed. 

I would be remiss not to report the 
appearance of a small bug in one of my 
dishes. In a restaurant not as prudent in 
most respects as Ahmed’s, I would 
interpret the incursion as a result of sheer 
negligence in-the kitchen; here, however, 
I’m willing to accept it as an arbitrary act 
of God. At any rate, if one swallow doesn’t 
make a spring, one insect surely doesn’t 
make a bad review. .

Disabilities learning 

When I was a child, and my mother and 
I saw a handicapped person, she always 
said, ‘“‘And you think you have problems. 
You should thank God you're alive and 
healthy.” And in comparison to the 
tremendous effort and courage required 
for a handicapped person to-move about, 
my problems did seem minuscule and I 
felt blessed, at least temporarily. t 

But that attitude — “Thank-God it 
isn’t me” — misses the point of 
understanding what it is like to be 
handicapped. The Children’s Museum 
has an exhibit that tries to explain 
just that and correct many popular 
misconceptions. Although it is aimed at. 
children from ages nine to 12, it is 
enlightening for adults as well. 

‘What If I Couldn’t ... An Exhibit 
About Special Needs”’ is divided into six 
parts that simulate or explain various 
handicaps — visual and hearing 
impairments, physical and learning 
disabilities, mental retardation and 
emotional disturbances. The simulated 
experiences include a series of lenses that

create distortions seen by the visually 
handicapped; a collection of'taped 
conversations as they might be heard by 
someone who is hard of hearing; ans 
exercise in which participants try to write 
while looking at their hand in a mirror; » 
and a wheelchair, which participants try~ 
to maneuver over brick, gravel and a rug. 
The sections on mental retardation and 
emotional disturbances do not simulate 
these more complex disabilities, but try to 
explain how children with these problems 


: feel_about themselves and how they are 
_treated. Mythical retarded children 


answer questions such-as how it feels to be 
called a “retard,” and pictures of retarded 
children illustrate that they don’t “all 
look alike.” In the section on emotional 
disturbances, four sets of animal puppets 
discuss what it is like to feel sad, what 
makes a child sad and whethera_ 
psychiatrist is different from a regular 
doctor. 

The Museum’s staff sees the exhibit as 
a beginning — a way to help parents and 
teachers discuss special needs with — 
children. “In general, young children 
don’t seem to get too much out of the 
exhibit unless they are helped by the staff 
or an adult,” said Ed Glisson, a staff

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person who worked on the exhibit. “The 
exhibit is most effective if it is followed up 
by discussions.” The staff is developing 
follow-up activities in a traveling exhibit 
which parents and teachers can use.

‘Miniature literature 


If you have an ongoing love affair with 
books — you browse for hours in 
bookstores and libraries — you should 
visit the third floor of Anne and David 
Bromer’s house in Watertown for a unique 
book trip. Bromer Booksellers 
specializes in the unusual — miniature 
books, antique children’s books, books 
that are beautifully illustrated and first 
edition poetry collections and novels. 
Many of the books in Bromer’s collection 
are out of print; all are in excellent 
condition. 

There are only a few specialists in 
miniature books in the country; Bromer 
says she is the only one in Boston. 
Initially, the idea of miniature books did 
not strike me as very practical, but the 
tiny tomes are fascinating. And they’re 
more than a lark; they are a typographical 
feat. ‘“‘Most of the great printers 
throughout history printed at least one 
miniature book,” Bromer said. “It was a 
skill to be able to hand-set print that 
small. By definition, the dimensions of a 
miniature must be less than three 
inches.” 

Probably the best known of the 
miniatures are the Tom Thumb Bibles 
which were printed for children. Bromer 
has several of these, including one that 
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was printed in 1780. The Dew Drops, 
books that contained a prayer for each 
day of the year, were another popular 
form. “Until the turn of the century, most 
miniature books were religious in nature,” 
Bromer explained. ‘But now everything is 
printed in this form.” Her collection 
includes a one-half-inch alphabet book, 
John F. Kennedy’s inaugural address, a 
speech by Thomas Jefferson, the Ten 
Commandments, the Holy Qu’ran, 
astrology books and books written in 
Japanese. Most impressive are the fine, 
hand-painted illustrations which are 
included in many of the little books — 
two books, one on sea shells and another 
on flowers, are just beautiful. 

If you compare some examples from 
Bromer’s collection of out-of-print 
children’s books with children’s books 
today, it’s little wonder that modern kids 
don’t share their parents’ fascination with 
the printed word. Bromer has a first 
edition copy of an early Dr. Seuss, The 
Seven Lady Godivas, an 1869 edition of 
Aesop’s Fables and a 1785 grammar book, 
all elaborately illustrated. Most striking 
is a series of books by the McLoughlin 
Brothers whose illustrations were an 
inspiration for any child to learn to read. 
Bromer also has a collection of special 
juvenile books which use a variety of 
tricks — panoramas, paper dolls and 
standouts — to involve a child in the 


story. 
Although the illustrations for the 


children’s books are impressive, those in 
Bromer’s collection of finely illustrated 
books will sweep you off your feet. A 1908 
edition of Midsummer Night’s Dream 
includes beautiful color paintings that 
highlight that mystical tale. And many of 
these books are works of art in 
themselves, with hand-made paper, 


_hand-set type and leather bindings. 


And if you happen to love Tennessee 
Williams or William Faulkner, you can 
pick up a signed first edition of many of 
their works, as well as those of other 
literary giants. Bromer has also collected 
antique knick-knacks — early valentines, 
gift books, 100-year-old greeting cards, 
reward of merit cards and French date 
cards. Anything in her store would make a 
nice gift, especially from one book lover to - 
another; and everything is reasonably 
priced, ranging from $5 for some 
miniatures for $50 for a rare, first edition 
novel. 

Bromer is a librarian and an 
unqualified book lover who will fill you in 
on the background of anything you 
purchase. In addition, she offers a search 
service to find any out-of-print 
hardbound book you have been looking 
for. “All I ask is that the person is serious 
about finding the book and gives me the 
exclusive rights to look for it,” she said.

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Mac trucking - 

While some of Ken Emerson’s 
observations about Fleetwood Mac 
(“Heroes Are Hard to Find,” July 27 
Music supplement) are accurate, I’m 
afraid a great many are simply personal 
biases somberly set forth as “facts.”’ And 
as long as the Phoenix is airing opinions, 
perhaps some opposing ones are in 
order. 

It is true that in its earliest days 
Fleetwood Mac were a group of ‘blues 
purists, but one can hardly say that they 
brought nothing to the genre. Their 
sensitivity to both the form and the 
spirit of the blues produced music with 
such raw energy and style that they 
quickly became one of the top-ranked 
blues groups in England and Europe. 
Their first US tour in 1968 created a very 
enthusiastic, if modest, following, and 
Peter Green’s many admirers eventually 
included B. B. King. 

Fleetwood Mac were exploring new 
directions before the arrival of Danny 
Kirwan, as the eerie “I Loved Another 
Woman” from their first album 
indicates. “Black Magic Woman” also 
was written and released (as a single) 
before Kirwan joined the band. Whether 
the latter song is “rather retiring and 
jerky” is really a matter of taste — the 
English liked it enough to make it a 
then-unknown group’s first hit single. 
Similarly, the “inchoate” Then Play On 
impressed enough Britons to make it a 
number one album. It does make for 
some wild listening the first time 
through, but the genius and fire are 
readily apparent. I think it stands as one 
of the best rock and roll albums extant. 

The departure of Green and Spencer 
meant that the group’s most wildly 
inspired days were gone, and Kirwan’s 
leaving ended his contribution of gentle, 
piercing guitar work. Although much 
was gone, I don’t think that one can 
simply dismiss the band’s output during 
Bob Welch’s tenure as “generally 
uninspired.” In particular, Heroes Are 
Hard to Find shows Welch becoming a 
more interesting and accomplished 
guitarist and writer. 

It is true that Fleetwood Mac have 
borrowed from several musical idioms in 
their career, but in.each case the band 
has given back-creations of equal or 
higher caliber, certainly not the 
abundance of ‘‘frequently characterless 
music” which Emerson hears.

An 
impulsive switch to “give some head”’ 
seems to reflect the (healthy) obsession 
Slick has always had with sex, not a 
statement on... whatever it was 
Collins was trying to say. 

Balin may have put the Starship back 
on the Top 40, for all that’s worth, but 
their main appeal has always been the 
very “gobbledygook” of Slick-Kantner 
that Collins has so much obvious _ 
distaste for. Kantner’s spacy music and 
Grace’s gutsy solos are their very 
trademark — the name Starship wasn’t 
just picked out of a hat, you know. As for 
Balin’s great “artistic” value, listen to 
his solo album, Boducious, if you can 
stand it. 

Balin takes the Starship higher? 
Rather, I think a group of highly 
talented individuals has lifted him as 
they begin to ride the second tide of 


success.

All Brad Collins does is feed us the 
same old line rock criti¢s have been 
dishing out since Balin’s return to the 
fold a year ago. Marty has, we’re to 
assume, singlehandedly redeemed this 
bombastic, lost cause of a band, who’d 
long since been mired in their own 
pretention. Well, frankly, there are 
those of us who find that just a bit too 
facile an explanation for the band’s 
resurgence. It may make for good (if not 
exactly original) copy, but it is hardly 
the whole story. 

What I find particularly annoying 
about such an evaluation (and here 
Collins is hardly unique) is the inherent 
notion that one can build up one artist’s 
credibility only at the expense of 
another’s. I think quite a lot of Balin’s 
ability; he’s a great rock singer and a 
more than welcome addition to the 
band. But Grace Slick is also a 
remarkable talent, both as a singer and 
as a composer. Her stream-of- 
consciousness lyrics reflect a unique, if 
not immediately accessible, sensibility. 
Her songs are admittedly idiosyncratic, 
but she’s never been cheesily 
psychedelic (not even in the heyday of 
cheesy psychedelia) in the manner 
Collins implies. 

I find Slick’s “corners in time’’ more 
interesting than Balin’s “lovely love,” 
but that’s just a personal preference, 
and I concede that both have their place 


in the order of things as pertain to the . 


Jefferson Starship. In fact, one of the 
Starship/Airplane’s major strengths has 
always been their ability to juggle 
several seemingly contradictory styles 
and points of view, emerging with 
fascinating (if occasionally disjointed) 
results. Laying all the credit (or what 
little Collins actually bestows) on Marty 
Balin’s doorstep is not only patently 
unfair but serves to create a lopsided 
impression of what this group is about. 
Slick and Kantner (who were never the 
monolithic ‘‘axis’”’ their critics made 
them out to be) have made 
contributions that are more than just 
noteworthy. Relegating the formidable 


Grace Slick to the role of also-ran can 
get a body into hot water.

I will allow that as a middle-aged 
enfant terrible Grace Slick may possess 
@ certain eccentric charm. At least she 
doesn’t take herself too seriously. As for 
Kantner, he can occasionally write a 
pretty tune, as I acknowledged, But the 
burden of showing how Slick and 
Kantner are “‘miore than noteworthy” (a 
large order, as “‘more than noteworthy” 
implies something extraordinary) is on 
Callahan, and his letter leaves me _ 
unconvinced. However unique or 
cheeseless Grace’s lyrics might be, I 
would still rather hear Balin halfway 
succeed as Marvin Gaye than listen to 
Slick utterly fail as Andre Breton — 
hardly a unique accomplishment if you 
have ever seen a high school literary 
magazine. Understandably, Callahan 
doesn’t try to defend her melodies (nor 
does he get specific about her singing, 
for that matter). 

Regarding Callahan’s comment. that 
“In fact, one of the Starship/Airplane’s 
major strengths has always been their 
ability to juggle several seemingly 
contradictory styles,” I can only point to 
what seems to be its source, a line from 
my piece: “to juggle contradictions, 
something the Airplane ... did 
marvelously ....”

Item: “Hurricane Belle slashes into 
N.E.,”” boomed the Globe’s banner the 
next morning, but the Herald American 
opted for “Belle turns fickle, spares Bos- 
ton area.”’ As far as the headlines were 
concerned, it was clear which paper 
spurned sensationalism. That’s right, the 
Herald. 

Item: the Most Useless Advice of the 
Week also appeared in the morning Globe 
on August 10. “If your telephone is out of 
service,” the paper offered, “report your 
difficulty to the telephone company’s re- 
pair service, which is listed in the direc- 
tory.” If you can’t find a Touch-Tone, try 
a tin can.

Last week’s Real Paper cover story, 
written by Charles Kenney of the Keene 
(N.H.) Sentinel, probably told you every- 
thing you always wanted to know about 
“How to Beat Dukakis in 1978.”

They sent out elegant invitations an- 
nouncing the July 30 affair “to observe 
the 900th anniversary of the ascension to 
the throne of Zvonimir of Croatia.”” And 
club member Tom Janes, who happens to 
be a summer intern at the Globe, pre- 
pared a press release promising appear- 
ances by “Johannes Christian Enges 
Von Ruppenthal, a direct descendant of 
the Croatian crown,” as well as “Mr. 
John Thomas Foley of Caracas, Mr. 
Ramon Mendez of the Philippines and 
Monsieur Edmond Phillipe de Vilmorin 
Horsey of Paris.” 

All of the above, with the exception of 
the mythical Zvonimir, are real people. 
They are not, however, international jet- 
setters as the press release implied. They 
are, as Janes told us last week, “just 
friends from school.” 

Rose Walsh [the Boston Herald Ameri- 


‘can society editor] “totally fell for the re- 


lease,” Janes gloats. He adds: “We 
couldn’t believe she ran the press release 
almost verbatim in her column.” (“Party 
to honor Croatian royalty,” said the head- 
line over the July 30 Walsh column.) 
Miss Walsh was nonplussed when we 
reached her last Thursday, though.. After 
determining that there would be a police 
escort for the party and that the names 
provided in the press release were in fact 


_names of recent Harvard grads or under- 


grads, she went ahead and wrote her 
column. “The party did take place,” she 


said, “and that’s the important thing.”

What prompted these comments from 
three Globe staffers last week? Ian Men- 
zies’s column on the Globe editorial page 
August 4, that’s what.

“manipulative and self-serving” black 
political leaders who are determined to 
“encourage white flight.”

According to one reliable source, the 
Menzies column touched off “a rather 
heated exchange in the middle of the city 
room” between Menzies and assistant 
metropolitan editor Ron Hutson. A short 
while later, we’re told, executive editor 
Bob Healy ‘called Menzies into his of- 
fice and asked him to name his sources.

The Boston Red Sox: 


Are They Racist? 


‘It's unquestionable in my mind, says one Boston 
sportscaster. ‘It doesn't take Thomas Aquinas 
to take a look at the evidence and see that's the case.

He burst sensationally into baseball in 
1947, batting .297, hitting 12 home runs, 
stealing a league-leading 29 bases. He led 
the Brooklyn Dodgers to the National 
League pennant and carried away Rookie 
of the Year honors. In nine years with the 
Dodgers, Jackie Robinson would bat .311, 
contribute to six pennant-winning teams 
and carve himself a niche in baseball’s 
Hall of Fame. 

But the man who broke baseball’s color 
line took some bitter memories from the 
game as well, and one in particular bears 
repeating here. On April 16, 1945, Robin- 
son and two other stars of the old Negro 
leagues were invited to Fenway Park for a 
tryout. 

“Black players,” wrote Robinson in an 
autobiography published just before his 
death in 1972, “were familiar with .. . 
hypocrisy ..... The tryout had been 
brought about because a Boston city 
councilman had frightened the Red Sox 
management. Councilman Isadore Much- 
nick threatened to push a bill through 
banning Sunday baseball unless the Red 
Sox hired black players... . 

“Not for one minute did we believe the 
tryout was sincere,” Robinson continued. 
“The Boston club officials praised our 
performance, let us fill out application 
cards, and said ‘so long.’ We were fairly 
certain they wouldn’t call us, and we had 
no intention of calling them.” 

Robinson’s account of the tryout ends 
there. But there ‘is more to it, according to 
an unconfirmed report resurrected by the 
Globe after Red Sox owner Tom Yaw- 


key’s death last month. Yawkey, the story 
goes, stood in the back of the ballpark 
with the team’s general manager to ob- 
serve the tryout, then finally turned to his 
companion. 

“All right,” he allegedly said, “get 
those niggers out of the ball park.” 

The year, recall, was 1945. World War 
II was still raging, Harry Truman was 


president and major league baseball was 
all white. Or, as Red Sox public relations 


‘ director Bill Crowley would put it, “What 


was then was then.” 
“That just never sounded right to me,” 


said Crowley. “That would have been - 


completely foreign to Mr. Yawkey. Why, 
down at his estate in Carolina, the man he 
hunted with most — his constant com- 


panion — was a black.” 

Crowley’s assessment of Yawkey’s 
racial feelings is not shared by everyone. 
One American League official, when 
promised anonymity, confided, “It’s no 
secret Boston lagged behind the rest of the 
league in the signing of nonwhites, and 
it’s no secret the reason was that Tom 
Yawkey came from South Carolina. They 
just weren’t interested in ‘em for a long 
time. But it’s better now.’ 

Today, the 1976 Red Sox boast a great 
deal more color variety than their 1945 
counterparts, with five nonwhite players 
currently on the 25-man roster. (That 
number is a bit low compared to most 
other teams, but not inordinately so.) 
Three of the five — Luis Tiant, Ferguson 
Jenkins, and Jim Rice — are today 
genuine stars and another, Cecil Cooper, 
is slowly gaining recognition as one of the 
best ballplayers on the squad. There is, 
pes no apparent racial discord on the 


ye the subject keeps cropping up. 
Thirty-one -years after they snubbed 
Jackie Robinson and 17 years after they 
put their first black on the field, the Red 
Sox frequently find themselves labeled as 
racist. 

“It’s unquestionable in my mind,’’ says 
Channel 5-sportscaster Clark Booth. “It 
doesn’t take Thomas Aquinas to take a 
look at the evidence and see that’s the 
case. They just don’t change that much 
over the years.” 

“You don’t see as many blacks and 
Latins as you think you should,” says 
WBZ sports talkmaster Guy Maniella,

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“and you conclude that they haven’t been 
as diligent in recruiting minorities as they 
should be.” 

“The whole town’s racist,” says Space- 
man Bill Lee, the Sox. pitcher whose re- 
marks last season — about US Judge W. 
Arthur Garrity’s ‘courage — created a 
storm. “The Red Sox are a microcosm of 
the city. You can’t expect them to be dif- 
ferent from the city.” ; 


There is reason to believe things are 
changing for the better, says Lee; the club 
appears to be choosing more black and~ 
Latin players in the free-agent draft in 
recent years. But then Lee adds: “They 
[the nonwhites] don’t come up through 
the farm system as quickly, it seems, and 
they get traded away more quickly.” 

“The Sox seem to bring minority 
players in and trade them off,” echoes 
Boston NAACP official Ed Redd. 


Are the Red Sox racist? Undeniably, 
the team has gained such a‘reputation in 
some circles. Critics point out that the 
Sox were the last major league team to 
drop baseball’s color bar, that they ap- 
pear as a rule to have fewer nonwhite 
players than most other clubs, that they 
have traded away several black stars, and 
that one such star openly branded them 
racist. 


In an effort to learn the truth of this 
matter, we spent. a month talking to 
people who should know — ballplayers, 
ex-players, big league executives, scouts 
and sportswriters, The picture that 
emerged is by no means an all-inclusive 
one and is more likely to fuel debate than 
to put an end to it. We found a number of 
cases where racism certainly appeared to 
be a motivating factor on the:part of t 
Boston organization: their first blac 
player, we learned, was brought up only 
after tremendous pressure from minority 
groups and a government agency, and the 
team’s first black star feels he was traded 
partially because he went public with his 
account of a racial incident. In other 
trades involving minority players, such as 
the recent dealing away of Rogelio Moret 
to Atlanta, we found that factors other 
than racism — in this case manage- 
ment’s apparent inability to communi- 
cate with Latin players — may have con- 
tributed, although racism cannot be en- 


tirely discounted. 


We learned other things as well. 

— From 1959 — the year they first 
promoted a black player to their big 
league roster — through the end of the 
1975 season, the Red Sox had the fourth-. 
worst record of all 24 teams in baseball in 
putting non-white players on the field. Of 
baseball’s original 16 teams, only one — 
Detroit — had a worse record on that 
score. 

— The Red Sox were among the last 
major league clubs to scout black and 


Latin talent seriously. 


— The Massachusetts Commission 


Against Discrimination initiated a com- — 


plaint in 1974 charging the club with dis- 
criminatory hiring practices in all areas of 
its operation except with regard to 
players. The Commission may investi- 
gate that lone exception, too. 

— And perhaps most significantly, the 
top three rungs of the Red Sox minor 
league farm system are virtually devoid of 
black and Latin talent, and the system as 
a whole appears to have fewer nonwhites 
than most other clubs. 


Enter Pumpsie 

For the American League, 1959 was 
notable largely as a rare year in which the 
Yankees didn’t win the pennant. The 
heavily favored New Yorkers, who’d won 
four in a row and would take another five 
straight beginning the next year, slumped 
to third place, a full 15 games behind the 
Go-Go Chicago White Sox. 

Red Sox -fans may recall 1959 for

example. 

another reason entirely: it was the year 
Boston became the last major league town 
to drop baseball’s color bar. The man 
who did it was a 25-year-old utility in- 
fielder named Elijah “Pumpsie’” Green, 
and the way he did it was a great deal 
more interesting than his unremarkable 
career. 

“Unremarkable” is perhaps a charit- 
able description. In his four-year fling in 
the majors, Green batted only .246, hit 
but 13 homers, was defensively inade- 
quate and was unable to stay in baseball 
even after signing up with the 1962 New 
York Mets, probably the worst team in 
baseball history. All of this has led some 
critics to charge Green was chosen as the 
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more quickly”; Earl Wilson (left) may be an 


Sox first black in the knowledge that he 
would fail, but Sox spokesman Bill Crow- 
ley scoffs at such charges, pointing to 
Green’s fairly good minor league creden- 
tials. 

And certainly in 1959, Green had the 


_ sweetest Spring training of his young life, 


batting .327, bashing four homers and so 
impressing the team’s regular sports- 
writers that they informally voted him the 
best rookie of the spring. (“On the basis of 
that spring,’’ Pumpsie joked recently, “I 
should have been batting cleanup.”) But 
Pumpsie wasn’t to bat anywhere in the 
Sox lineup: in the midst of an exhibition 
game in Texas shortly before opening day, 
the press box received a jolting message. 


That the Boston Red Sox were the last 
major team to drop baseball’s 
legendary color bar is one of those oft- 
cited footnotes to the game’s history 
that Red Sox brass would rather forget. 
But since 1959 — when a utility in- 
fielder named Pumpsie Green earned 


black to integrate a major league ball 
club — just how has the Boston organi- 
zation fared in terms of putting minority 
players on the field? 

The answer, according to a Phoenix 
study, is poorly. From 1959 through the 
end of last season, the Red Sox had the 
fourth worst record of all 24 big league 
clubs in playing black and Latin ball- 
players. Of the 16 teams which com- 
prised the majors before the onset of ex- 
pansion, only one — the Detroit Tigers 
— has had a worse record than the Sox 
on that score during that same 17-year 
period. 

We used official major league rosters 
as well as annual player lists compiled 
by Ebony magazine to arrive at our 
figures. We attempted to eliminate mar- 
ginal players by disregarding batters 
with fewer than 100 at-bats per season 
and pitchers with fewer than 50 innings 
pitched each year. 

Using those standards, we arrived at 
the following figures on the average 
number of nonwhite players on each 
team during each of the last 17 years:

Green would be coming north, all right, 
but not to Fenway. He was going to 
Minneapolis, home of Boston’s top farm 
club at the time. 

The howl of protest was immediate. 
Three groups — the NAACP, the Minis- 


terial Alliance of Greater Boston, and the 


American Veterans Committee — de- 
scended on the Sox. Simultaneously, the 
press reported that Pumpsie had been 
housed miles away from the rest of the 
team in Arizona that spring and that the 
Massachusetts Commission Against Dis- 
crimination (MCAD) would begin a 
probe. Then Red Sox traveling secretary 
Tom Dowd spoke to a Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon and joked about a pro- 


.posed Fenway parking lot. “Now that 


Pumpsie Green isn’t coming here,” he gig- 
gled, ‘“‘we’ll have to white top it instead of 
black top it.” 

On April 21, Dick O’Connell, then Red 
Sox business manager and today the 


‘team’s top dog as executive vice presi- 


dent and general manager, was called be- 
fore the MCAD. “‘The Boston Red Sox are 
entirely American,”’ O’Connell declared. 
“‘We have no discrimination against race, 
color or creed. We think we’ve been fair, 
fair, fair! We think these charges have 
been unfair, unfair, unfair!” 

In its account of the session, the 
Christian Science Monitor reported: ‘“The 
business manager said he expended much 
effort to find two Negro boys to ‘work on 
the canvas ... to keep this business 
quiet.’ Then he said he thought it was ‘un- 
just’ to have to go to such lengths ‘just for 
a cause...’” (The ‘canvas’ in question 
apparently was the one used to cover the 
field in the event of rain; the jobs for the 
two Negro boys would appear to be on the 
ground crew, where, incidentally, a few 
black faces have recently appeared. 
O’Connell was unavailable to discuss 
this or any other matter with the 
Phoenix.) 

Ultimately the MCAD extracted a 
promise from the Sox that the club would 
treat everyone fairly in the future, and the 
complaint was dropped. On July 21, 1959, 
Pumpsie Green was brought up to the big 
ball club. 

“The Red Sox always felt they had been 
forced into bringing Green up,”’ recalled 
one knowledgeable baseball observer, 
“and I believe they always resented him 
for it.” The Red Sox also had Pete 
Runnels at second base, Green’s best posi- 
tion. Since Runnels was in the habit of 
winning American League batting crowns 
around that time, Pumpsie became a 
benchwarmer. 

Today, working as a dean’s assistant in 
a Berkeley, California high school, Green 
harbors no ill feeling .sward his former 
employers. “I feel I was lucky enough to 
do one of the things I always wanted to 
do,” he said in a telephone interview. 
“Sometimes I think, though, that with- 
out that tag of ‘first black player,’ I might 
have been a heck of a player.” 

Green said he never ran into any 
trouble with his teammates or the fans. 
“Bill Russell [the Celtics basketball star] 
warned me it was a pretty racist city, but 
I didn’t really know what he was talking 
about.” 

Green said that all he knew about the 
controversy surrounding his demotion to 


the minors in the spring of ’59 was “what I . 


read in the papers,” and then he added, “I 
probably didn’t see a lot of things.” 


The King 

The nickname says as much: pitcher 
Earl “‘the King” Wilson never missed a 
trick. Or almost never. A 6 foot 3, 215- 
pound giant of a man, Wilson did just 
miss — by six days — the distinction of 
becoming Boston’s first black ballplayer; 
instead, he became Boston’s first black 


star. In seven years with the Sox Wil-

Aficionados of Boston politics will 
find drama this fall in elections that 
many Bostonians may not even know 
are occurring — the races for some of 
those minor Suffolk County offices that 
are up for grabs every six years. Among 
the heavies who will square off are City 
Council President Louise Day Hicks and 
School Committeeman Paul Tierney, 
who both covet the post of Register of 
Deeds. Hicks, running as a Democrat, 
must defeat aging incumbent Joseph B. 
Coughlin in the September party 
primary; if she does, she will meet 
Tierney, running as an Independent, in 
November. 

Then there’s the job of clerk of Suffolk 
-| Superior Civil Court. An incredible field 
of 10 is seeking this $28,000-a-year job. 
It includes School Committee Chairman 
John J. McDonough; his one-time 
colleague (now city councilor) John J. 
Kerrigan; and the present assistant 
clerk, an associate of former Attorney 
General Robert Quinn named Michael 
Donavon. The key to this race may be 
the presence of black candidate James

which owns 55 percent of the nation’s 
uranium, and the banks that own most 
of their nuclear stock, are deeply in hock 


‘to their nuclear gamble. Now, although 


coal gasification and liquefication would 


” be cheaper, and although nuclear fusion 


and solar energy would be safer, 
Congress has once again genuflected to 
the oil companies’ wish to become 
energy monopolies through what will 
soon be their iron-clad control over 


’ plutonium production. In short, the 


American taxpayer will be subsidizing 
the increased risk of cancer in the name 
of energy independence.” 

McCarthy says that Burke’s affinity 
with the nuclear industry was most 
clearly expressed about a year ago when | 
he voted with only 78 other 
representatives for a bill which would 
have allowed the air transportation of 
plutonium. Most congressmen turried 
against the measure when the bill’s 
sponsors admitted that such conveyance 
is unsafe. Burke remained unmoved. It 
should be noted that just one milligram 
of plutonium ingested by a human 


causes cancer. 


Two physicians, a nurse, a social 
worker, an engineer, a businessman, a 
saleswoman, an educator and a 
housewife are the nine Cambridge 
citizens who will advise the city on 
whether it should allow controversial 
recombinant DNA research to proceed 
and, if so, under what conditions. 

Last week Cambridge City Manager 
James Sullivan made public the names 
of the five men and four women who 
have been appointed to serve as unpaid 
members of the Cambri 
Experimentation Review . The 
unprecedented body will study the 
safety of the powerful and possibly 
dangerous technique which allows 
scientists to transplant genes from one 
organism to another. 

The members of the board are: Dr. 
Francis Communale, 43, chairman, 
acting commissioner of Health and 
Hospitals for the City of Cambridge and 
chief of staff of anesthesiology at 
Cambridge Hospital; Dr. John L. 
Brusch, 33, director of the Brusch 
Medical Center and board-certified in

Although the question of whether this 
research is dangerous has been debated . 
in scientific circles for three years, none 
of the members of the board is a } 
scientist. According to City Manager 
Sullivan, “There are medical people, 
business people and community people . 
represented, and all of them have good 
common sense.’ 

What is surprising, however, is not che 
composition of the citizen panel but 
rather the role that has been assigned to 
it. 

“The responsibility,” said Sullivan, 
“of the board is to determine whether 
recombinant DNA research is a hazard 
to the people of Cambridge. It’s not their 
role to decide whether the building at 
Harvard is a safe place for it.” 

The controversy at Harvard, which 
led to two hotly debated public 
hearings, centered on whether the 
University’s plans to build a special 
containment facility within the 45-year- 
old, insect-infested Biological 
Laboratories Building at 16 Divinity 
Ave. would prevent a possibly dangerous 
microorganism from escaping or from 
infecting lab employees. 

To determine whether recombinant 
DNA research is safe is one question. To 
determine whether it is safe to do such 
experiments in that particular building 
is another. Indeed, the University’s own 
Biohazards Committee, which had no 
public representation, was criticized by 
many because it, too, renounced 
responsibility for determining whether 
the Biological Laboratories building was 
the best location for the research. 

By giving such a broad role to the 
Experimentation Review Board, it is 
likely that the much narrower — and 
perhaps the most crucial — safety 
question will be swallowed up. Sullivan 
says there is little danger of this. 
happening because the board will be 
able to call on scientific, safety and “any . 
other experts they want. Remember, 
this is not a blue-ribbon panel. It is a 
citizens’ committee.” The 
Experimentation Review Board is 
expected to make its recommendation to 
the Cambridge City Council in “six to 
eight weeks,”’ according to Sullivan.

Health care bill: legisiative sick 


no good for what ails you

Last Wednesday afternoon, 

Rep. Louis Bertonazzi, D-Mil- 
ford, co-chairman of the legisla- 
ture’s Health Care Committee, 
was about to march in on his own 
panel to denounce its most im- 
portant work of the year, a 
much-compromised “hospital 
cost control bill,” as a sellout to 
the hospitals and nursing homes 
of Massachusetts. But before 
Bertonazzi could reach the com- 
mittee room, he was stopped in 
the corridor by two top figures in 
the Dukakis administration. 
- Human Services Secretary 
Jerry Stevens and Public Health 
Commissioner Jonathan Field- 
ing were making a final pitch to 
squelch any criticism of the bill. 
The effort to gain control over 
the ever-escalating cost of health 
care, with its impact on the 
middle class and its potential as 
a consumer issue, was to be the 
centerpiece in the display of Du- 
kakis’s 1976 legislative achieve- 
ments. 

It mattered little to the ad- 
ministration that the tough and 
potentially effective bill Duka- 
kis delivered in January had 
been turned over to the Massa- 
chusetts Hospital Association for

Roger Bernashe, D-Chicopee. 
Nor did it seem to bother the ad-

sultation of the full committee, 
not to mention any organized 
consumer representatives. 

“It was Bernashe’s bill, his 
and the Hospital Associa- 
tion’s,” complained committee 
member Jack King, a liberal re- 
presentative from Danvers, “I 
can’t say much about the pro- 
cess, because none of us were in- 
volved.” 


None of this much mattered. 
The important thing was that a 
bill with the phrase “hospital 
cost control” in the title was, af- 
ter months of delay, within the 
reach of an administration badly 
in need of tangible achieve- 


ment. And if Bertonazzi, well-. 


respected in the legislature, blew 
the whistle on this fraud, claims 
of great victory in the battle to 


control health care costs would 
sound hollow indeed. 

No wonder, then, that Ste- 
vens and Fielding intercepted 
Bertonazzi in the House lobby 
and tried to convince him to en- 
dorse the so-called compromise 
which at the moment was being 
described by Bernashe ‘as hav- 
ing potential “to curtail and pos- 
sibly lower the future cost of 


health care.” But 
knew what he believed and 
would not be dissuaded. 

-In he marched; much to Ber- 
nashe’s surprise, and unloaded: 


‘not only attacking the legisla-

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The mortgage mess: 
HUD the Hub 


Will the federal government admit its mistakes?

By the. standards of suburbia and the 
Sunday real estate sections, the home 
that Frank and Ethel Harris bought seven 
years ago is no dream house. The two- 
story white frame structure, 60-odd years 
old, has not aged well — and neither has 
that part of Dorchester surrounding 43 El- 
mont Street. Codman Square — in the 
midst of racial change, pockmarked by 
empty storefronts and vacant three- 
deckers — is not the kind of neighbor- 
hood real estate agents gush over. 

But when the Harrises scraped to- 
gether their $1500 down payment on the 
$15,000 home, it was without a doubt a 
dream fulfilled. A religious, middle-aged 
black couple, with oil portraits of Christ 
sharing a living room mantle with framed 
photos of the two grandchildren they’re 
raising, they had lived before in Rox-. 
bury’s Ruggles Street housing project. It 
was close to Beth Israel Hospital, where 
Frank Harris works nights on the house- 
keeping staff, but had little else to recom- 
mend it. So when the Harrises heard 
about the special government-guaranteed 
mortgage program for lower-income 
families in 1969, they saw their chance to 
get out of the projects. The down pay- 


ment was especially low. Even better, in - 


the eyes of the Harrises, it seemed to of- 
fer them the word of the federal govern- 
ment that their Dorchester house was 
sound. An appraiser from the Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) had 
checked it. That was what counted for 
Frank Harris. 

“I was pretty green,” he says. “I didn’t 
know much about houses. But I spent 23 
years in the Navy and I trusted the gov- 
ernment. They said my house was a good 
one and I believed them.” 

Today, the Harrises consider that faith 
to have been misplaced. The roof began 
léaking their first winter in the house and 
they soon found out the home was ille- 
gally wired, abounded with gas leaks and 
had a cellar which tended to flood. And 
so, unexpectedly, the Harrises have had 
to invest some $5000 over and above their 
mortgage payments in 43 Elmont Street. 

The Harrises are not unlike thousands 
of other homeowners nationwide who 
bought houses as a result of the National 
Housing Act of 1968. That act authorized 
the newly created Department of Housing 
and Urban Development to insure mort- 
gages for low-income families in older ur- 
ban neighborhoods. The idea was to at- 
tract banks to areas they would otherwise 
spurn without the guarantee that the gov- 
ernment would pay off a mortgage if 
families missed payments. There are 
monuments to this program throughout 
Dorchester and Mattapan: abandoned, 
vandalized three-deckers whose owners 
faced problems like the Harrises. Bos- 
ton’s federal housing programs, in fact, 
became the subject of Senate hearings 
held here in 1971, in which testimony was 
heard to the effect that mismanagement 
by both savings banks and federal in- 
spectors had led to failure of the home 
ownership program. : 

_ “T figured I was stuck,” recalls Frank 
Harris. And so it seemed. Another good 
idea gone wrong. But in 1974 Congress de- 
cided the HUD home ownership program 
was more than that. Responding to stories: 
parallel to Boston’s nationwide, Congress 
passed an unusual law. Called Section 


518b of the amendments to the National 


Housing Act, it calls, in essence, on a 
government agency tq atone for past sins. 
For the period 1968-73, the law calls on 
HUD to reimburse home owners for the 
cost of repairs they’ve made — or would 
like to make — of problems FHA inspec- 
-tors didn’t tell them about. Frank and 
Ethel Harris applied for such funds, as 
‘did 700 other Dorchester and Mattapan 
home owners. 

But the “payback” law, as it is called, 
has hardly ended questions about the 
federal government’s role in low-income 
home ownership programs in Boston. It 
has, in fact, started a whole new contro- 


verpy. The. quention whether an, 


office of the federal government will ad- 
mit it made numerous mistakes and then 
pay hundreds of home owners thousands 
of dollars. 

Thus far, the answer appears to be no. 
Figures obtained from the office of Bos- 
ton area HUD director William H. Her- 
nandez show an overwhelming majority of 
claims by FHA-insured home owners in 
Dorchester, Roxbury and Mattapan have 
been rejected. Of 550 applications pro- 
cessed by Boston HUD, 440 have been re- 
jected, a rejection rate of 80 percent. 
Among those turned down: Frank and 
Ethel Harris. ‘ 

The 80 percent rejection rate has 
created friction between HUD and the of- 
fice of Dorchester Fair Share, a branch of 


the statewide community organizing» 


group. Fair Share has publicized the pay- 
back program and encouraged home 
owners whose claims have been denied to 


Ethel and Frank Harris: “They said my house was a good one and | believed 


appeal the decision to higher officials in 


the HUD regional office. More than 100 


such appeals are currently pending. 

The dispute between HUD and Fair 
Share centers on interpretation of the 
regulations governing the 518b program. 
Under those rules, a defect in a govern- 
ment-insured house must be one which 
“creates a serious danger to life and pro- 
perty” and, in the opinion of an inspec- 
tor, existed at the time the house was 
bought. Cracked plaster or leaky faucets 
are not considered serious enough; a roof 
which began leaking five years after a 
home was bought would not be covered. 

Staff members of Dorchester Fair Share 
charge that Boston HUD has interpreted 
the program’s guidelines so as to exclude 
as many home owners as possible. Ac- 
cording to Fair Share’s Lewis Finfer, 
“There’s no pattern. What they approve 
in some homes they turn down in others. 


them.” 
The program’s regulations are-so broad 
that almost anything can conceivably be 
approved or turned down. It comes down 
to judgment and generally that’s against 
the home owner. Which is probably what 
you’d expect when the government checks 
up on itself.” 

Lee M. Dennison, ‘an assistant to Bos- 
ton HUD director Hernandez, concedes 
that the agency would not itself have 
pushed for a payback program, which she 
describes as “institutionalized second- . 
guessing.”” She denies, however, 
HUD inspectors are predisposed against 
home owners. “We have two jobs,” says 
Dennison. “To be fair to the home owner 
and to be fair to the taxpayer.We have to 
be cautious about approving claims. And 
we have to figure that if someone can live 
with a problem for three of four years, 
well, how serious can it be?” 

That reasoning is sharply disputed by 
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Finfer: “Just because someone couldn’t 
afford to make a repair doesn’t mean they 
were able to live comfortably,” he says. 

In an attempt to look beyond such com- 
peting claims, the Phoenix obtained ac- 
cess to the HUD 518b files and looked at 
15 claims which had been rejected in 
whole or in part. Where possible, calls 
were made to previous owners or, occu- 
pants to ascertain a home’s condition at 
the time of the sale. HUD itself has not 
made such attempts. 

The examination confirmed, in some 
cases, the ineligibility of applicants. A 
home owner on Mattapan’s Mofton 
Street, for instance, was denied funds to 
fix a roof she claimed had leaked since she 
moved in. The Phoenix contacted the 
former occupants of both the upstairs and 
downstairs apartments of the two-family 
house, both of whom reported no roof or 
ceiling problems at the time the current 
owner bought the home. One of the ten- 


“ants had, in fact, lived in the house after 


it had been sold. 
In other cases, however, the govern- 
ment’s denial of funds did not appear as 


Francis, an unemployed truckdriver and 
father of five who owns an FHA-insured 
home on Dorchester’s Almost Street, 
Francis claimed the home’s plumbing sys- 
tem is faulty. The toilets, in fact, claims 
Francis, must be flushed by throwing 
buckets of water in them. His 518b appli- 
cation, however, was denied on the 
grounds that such problems did not exist 
when he bought the home. A conversa- 
tion with the previous owner of the house 
— whose name and current address is 
listed on Francis’s claim form — revealed 
that plumbing problems had existed in 
the aged three-decker before it was sold, 
during the time it was occupied by the 
previous owner’s elderly father. “I would 
go over and help Dad patch the plumb- 
ing,” recalls the former owner. 

Few of the cases reviewed by the 
Phoenix appeared as clear-cut, however. 
In others, for instance, in which home 
owners reported severe roof problems, 
previous owners or occupants said they 
believe the roofs were sound when the 
homes were sold. In one case, though, a 
previous owner said he’d had to patch the 
roof at times. In the other, the former 


owner said the roof, though sound, was 
more than 35 years old and might logi- 
cally have needed repair. 

Are such problems “defects” home 
owners should have been warned of by the 
FHA inspectors? Or, are they, in the 
words of one inspection report, “the nor- 
mal deferred maintenance that should be 
expected?” In the vast majority of cases 
thus far, the government is choosing the 
latter. 

Dorchester Fair Share maintains that 
such a result is the logical result of HUD’s 
reviewing its own work. The community 
group has asked that a three-person ap- 
peals board be established to hear the 
case of home owners who feel their claim 
has been unjustly denied. The board 
would have one government official, one 
Fair Share representative and one 
“neutral.”” HUD spokesman Dennison 
terms that appeal board proposal “‘im- 
possible. That would mean that we would 
be delegating authority over government 
funds to non-government people. We 
simply can’t do that.” Such an appeals 
board has been proposed, however, by na- 
tional housing organizations formed as a 


result of problems with HUD programs 
and could be included in future legisla- 
tion. 

Fair Share’s Lew Finfer concedes that 
not all of those whose applications his or- 
ganization has encouraged are eligible 
for funds. “Sure, some people misunder- 
stand and think that just because they 
have a problem with their house today 
they’re qualified,” he says. “But even if 
HUD gives money to a small percen 2m 
of people who might not qualify, it wo 
be an improvement over the present 
policy. These people, these neighbor- 
hoods, need help. Is is better for people to 
abandon their homes? Then HUD’s stuck 
with them.” 

In its current session, Congress has 
shown signs of sympathizing with that 
view. Recently passed legislation cur- 
rently awaiting President Ford’s signa- 
ture would extend the payback program 
for homes bought since 1973 — and give 
home owners who might be qualified for 
funds but have been unaware for the 518b 
program another chance to apply. Says 
Lew Finfer: “‘We have a long list of people

on unnecessary surgery. 

These repealing sections were 
added by Bernashe only a week 
before he put the final version of 
the bill to a vote of the commit- 
tee. It rankled some of the mem- 
bers. “Last week was the first 
time I’d seen these repeals,” said 
Rep.

“I object to these sections com- 
pletely.” Sen. William Salton- 
stall, R-Manchester, was also 
frustrated. “You seem to have 
this totally scripted,” he told 
Bernashe. The senator from Chi- 
copee smiled. “We’ve done our 
homework, if that’s what you 
mean.’ 

Beyond the repeals, 
the bill holds great potential for 
the hospital and nursing home 
industry through the proposed 
creation of two watchdog groups 
which could end up dominated 
by the health care providers,

proposed 11-member . Policy 
Board, for example, could re- 
view all rate-setting regulations 
and, at the request of only two 
members, force public hearings 
on any governmental action. 
Since two of the 11 members

“What will happen when the 
Health Care Committee re- 
ceives an important bill on any 
hospital related matter, or when 
the Rate Setting Commission 
seeks to implement a policy in- 
novation?” Bertonazzi asked. “I 
guarantee you we'll hear that the 
commission is studying the is- 
sue and that it would be inap- 
propriate for us to act.” 

For years the hospitals have 
complained of excessive bureau- 
cracy in their dealings with the 
government. Now, says Berto- 
nazzi, “it seems they are saying, 
‘The more, the better.’ ” 

So the industry will be able 
under the bill to exert continu- 
ing influence on government 
policies through “‘official” chan- 
nels, as well as by lobbying and 
casual contacts. It would have

Why all this apparent har- 
mony for Jimmy? Battle fatigue 
is orie reason. The war is over. 
Many of the positions of the 
Democratic left have been vindi- 
cated and their issues co-opted. 
On the surface, the outsiders 
have won. At least some of them 
are on the inside now. The feel- 
ing that this is not their year is 
another reason. Carter may not 
be “‘the best,” nor was he their 
first choice, but they reason that 
he beat them fair and square and 
he’s better than either of the Re- 
publicans. Absent from the 
shadows of Madison Square Gar- 
den were the SNCC, CORE and 
COFO workers who sat on the 
Boardwalk in Atlantic City in 
1964, and the Vietnam Vets 
Against the War who gathered in 
Miami in 1972. In their place 


were small ragged groups hold- 
ing up signs proclaiming “Stop 
government spying,” “Carter is a 
Rockefeller flunkie’’ and 
“Terminate the Police State.” 
Few took the messages seriously. 
Few listened to their chants or to 
the harkening sounds of the 
kazoo-playing “Jews for Jesus” 
or the yellow soundtruck invit- 
ing passersby to vote “Nobody 
for President.” 


It's another quixotic crusade for Gene McCarthy. 


The distinctions between the 
old New Left activists and the 
new party regulars have become 
blurred. Those who had been 
gassed in Chicago walked 
casually through barricades 
which said ‘“‘Police Line - Do Not 
Cross,” smiling at the New York 
cops, wearing official conven- 
tion credentials around their 
necks. SDS organizer (and 
recently defeated US Senate 


candidate from California) Tom 
Hayden, Vietnam Moratorium 
organizer (now Colorado state 
treasurer) Sam Brown, Demo- 
cratic socialist (now New York 
delegate) Michael Harrington, 

Berkeley radical (now Califor- 
nia Congressman) Ron Dellums ves 
and hundreds of other move- hs 
ment veterans moved in and out 
of the official and unofficial con- 
vention week activities. They 
spoke on such subjects as “The 
Future of Issue-Oriented 
Politics” at caucuses held by 
such groups as the New Demo- 
cratic Coalition, the National 
Center to Save the Reforms, 
Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, the Black Caucus, the ae 
“Women’s Political Caucus and 
Democracy "76. 

§ But it was more an academic 

exercise than a moral crusade. 


Much of what they had fought 
for became the cliches of the 
party platform. And they knew 
that they weren’t going to get 
any more. One of the more em- 
barrassing moments came in the 
Women’s Caucus, when the 
rhetoric of “fight for principle” 
became so heated that Bella Ab- 
zug and Shirley Chisholm took 
the microphone to say that 
“Blacks, women, Hispanic and

son compiled a solid .500 win- 
ning percentage, no mean feat on 
a team generally mired in ‘the 
second division. But it was on 
one evening — June 26, 1962 — 
that Wilson earned his star 
status with a 2-0 no-hitter 
against the then-Los Angeles 
Angels. It was the first no-hitter 
by a black in the history of the 
American League, and it 
promptly earned Wilson the 
adulation of the fans and a $1000 
Taise from Tom Yawkey. 

“It wasn’t all wine and roses, 
that’s for sure,” Wilson, now an 
automotive supply dealer in De- 
troit, said recently. “First off, 
it’s impossible for me to believe 
that Boston couldn’t come up 
with a quality black ballplayer. 
Other teams are coming up with 
Willie Mays, Elston Howard, 
people like that, and they come 
up with me and Pumpsie Green. 

“We weren’t exactly Hall of 
Famers,” he laughed. 

“When I was at spring train- 
ing with Boston in Arizona, I 
couldn’t live at the same hotel 
with the white players,” Wilson 
recalled. “They were at some 
plush hotel and I was down the 
road at some cactus joint where 
they couldn’t afford to turn any- 
one away. 


Then in 1961, and I think a year 


_or two after that, we [the blacks} 


has to stay in Phoenix about 15 
miles awayand drive in to 
Scottsdale [the training site] 
every day,” he said. 

From all that we can gather in 
talking to ex-players and in read- 
ing newspaper accounts of the 
period, other major league teams 
training in Phoenix back then 
apparently did not experience 
similar problems. That the Sox 
segregated their black players 
after 1959, though, is hotly 
denied by spokesman Bill Crow- 
ley. ‘‘Only the first year out there 

— 1959 — was awkward,” said 
Coonan: Be that as it may. For

One late February eve ing 
that year (the first for the Sc « at 
Winter Haven), Wilson went put 
to a local drinking spot with two 
white teammates. He was re- 
fused service. Even today, Wil- 
son vividly. recalls his embar- 
rassment ashe exited the bar: 
“It seemed like you had to walk 
two miles, with everybody star- 
ing at you, to get to that front 
door,”” At the hotel later that 
night Wilson ran into a reporter 
and told his story. Soon it blos- 
somed into headlines and a 
cause celebre for the NAACP. 
Publicly, the Red Sox pressed 
the town of Winter Haven for a 


policy; publicly, they 
relayed the bartender’s very 
public apology to Wilson. 

But behind the scenes, Wil- 
son now claims, something of an 
entirely different nature was oc- 
curring. 

“Nobody from management 
ever came to me to indicate sup- 
port,” he charged. “‘Nobody ever 
came up and said, ‘Everything’s 
all right, you should go wherever 
you want.’ Instead the manager 
[Billy Herman] came to me and 
said, ‘You gotta be careful what 
you say. Don’t say anything that 
would hurt you.’ 

“How much more could I be 
hurting?’’ Wilson asked. 
“Naturally I interpreted it to 
mean management was saying, 
‘Cool it, don’t make a scene.’ ” 

When informed of Wilson’s ac- 
count, Sox spokesman Crowley 
offered a different interpreta- 
tion. “The gentleman who 
caused him the problem was 
murdered a few years later 


climbing out somebody’s else’s - 


bedroom window,” said Crow- 
ley. “His reputation was pretty 
bad. Herman may have been try- 
ing to warn Earl about that.” 

In June, 1966, less than four 
months after all the headlines, 
Wilson was dealt to the Detroit 
Tigers for a 31-year-old out- 
fielder named Don Demeter, hit- 
ting .212 at the time. 

“I think,” said Wilson with 
admirable restraint, “that the 


more homers than the hese a 
traded me for, and: I was a 
pitcher.” 

Almost. Demeter hit 10 
homers in some 260 at-bats as a . 
Bostonian that season and in 
part of the next; Wilson hit nine 
homers in 160 at-bats over the 
same two seasons. Wilson also 
reeled off a 13-6 record with an. 
excellent 2.60 ERA. in the re- 
mainder of ’66 and then — irony 
of ironies — he nearly ruined the 
long-awaited Impossible Dream. 


Scott and Moret 

It was the American League’s 
Great Race. Four teams — the 
Red Sox, Detroit Tigers, Chi- 
cago White Sox and Minnesota 
Twins — fought desperately 
through the summer and fall of 
1967 for the pennant, and it was 
not until the last day of the sea- 
son that the Red Sox — a 100-1 
shot back in the spring — 
emerged victorious. In the pub- 
lic mind, two new stars were 
born. Carl Yastrzemski led the 
league with a .326 average, 44 
home runs and 121 RBIs. Jim 
Lonborg complied a 22-9 
— record with a good 3.16 


But over in Detroit, Earl Wil- 


son, the new Tiger ace, matched _ 


Lonborg nearly pitch for pitch 
with a 22-11 record and a 3.27 
ERA as ‘Detroit finished one 
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scant game behind Boston. The 
thought occurs that had. Wilson 
still been with Boston, the Great 
Race might well have been a run- 
away. With Wilson’s departure, 
though, two new black. stars 
emerged from the Sox farm sys- 
tem: George Scott, a powerful 
first. baseman out of Mississippi 
who batted .303, hit 19 homers 
and-drove in 82 runs, and Reg- 
gie Smith, a switch-hitting 
centerfielder who batted .246 
with 15 homers and 61 RBis. 
Both would eventually follow in 
Wilson’s footsteps in one impor- 
tant respect: both would be 
traded away. 

Scott went to Milwaukee after 
the 1971 season and soon estab- 
lished himself as one of the pre- 
mier first basemen in the game. 
Today, Scott believes there were 
no evil motives behind the trade 
(“They told me they needed 
pitchers”) and he vividly recalls 
Tom Yawkey calling on him once 
in the visitors’ clubhouse at Fen- | 
way and talking with him for 
about. 40 minutes (“He may or 
may not have- been blowing the 
air, but I gotta respect him for 
it. ”) 

Others, though, recall the 
Scott trade from a different per- 
spective. “Scott had a marital 
problem and did a couple of 
things they frowned on,” said 
one player then with the team. 
“So they traded him. Later on 
they kicked themselves, but it 
was their fault for looking at 
things other than perform- 
ance,” 

Smith, who openly called both 
the organization and the city 
racist on a number of occasions, 
departed for St. Louis in a block- 
buster trade at the end of the 
1973 season. Contacted recently 
in Houston, Smith refused to 
discuss his Boston days. ‘“That’s 
something I left behind,” he 
said. “I’d simply rather not talk. 
about it.”’ Perhaps that is for the 
better: Smith’s performance on 
the field through the years has 
been so uneven, and his detrac- 
tors so numerous, that his -testi- 
mony is suspect in many obser- 
vers’ eyes. 

An outstanding example of the 
Red Sox organization’s diffi- 
culty in dealing with a minority 
player, in this case a Spanish- 
speaking player, is that of 
Rogelio Moret, a young left- 
handed pitcher traded last win- 
ter to Atlanta for Tom House. In 
his five-year Boston career, 
Moret won 41 games and lost 
only 18. Last year he had the 
best winning percentage (14-3) 
on the Red Sox staff. Particu- 
larly after the injury to lefty Bill 
Lee this spring, Moret’s left arm 
might have come in handy this 
year for Boston; his replace- 
ment, reliever House, has cer- 


tainly been no boon to the team ~— 


so far, with a 1-4 record and an 
ERA of 4.66. 
But an early morning auto ac- 


|| cident imvolving Moret last 


August evidently confirmed 
worst suspicions of the Red Sox 
brass about Moret. The rap 
against him is available for the 
asking from Sox spokesman 
Crowley. “‘He’s got great physi- 
cal ability, but his feet aren’t on 
the ground,”’ said Crowley. 
“Maybe he’ll mature some day.” 
And so, even after Moret won 
six games and lost but three sub- 
sequent to his accident, he was 
put on the trading block last 
winter. There are many who feel 
it was a mistake. Said one 
sportswriter: “The trade meant 
that, as far as the Sox are con- 
cerned, it’s all right if you’re Bill 
Lee and you do whatever you 
want, but if you’re Roger Moret, 
you’re gone.” Another strong 
critic of Boston’s handling of 
Moret is Bob Veale, who in 1974 
became the Red Sox organiza- 
tion’s first black coach (on a 
minor league team) and who now 
holds a similar position in the 
Atlanta Braves organization. 
“The relationship between 

Moret and [the former Boston 
manager] Darrell Johnson was- 
very strange to me,” said Veale.

Veale said Moret had, in his 
opinion, “one of the best left 
arms in the business” and was 
consistently misused by the Sox, 
who twice failed to insert Moret 
into the starting rotation until 
well into the season. 

“Johnson didn’t use Moret as 
he should have,” said Veale 
bluntly. “If you’re gonna pitch 
your best, why dabble with your 
second best?”’ 

The trade was primarily the 
work of the now departed John- 
son; general manager Dick 
O’Connell said as much at the 
time. But O’Connell shared the 
responsibility and seemed to 
share the prevalent view of 
Moret. “O’Connell was on my 
show once,” said Guy Maniella 
of WBZ radio, “and he made 
some remarks about Moret that 
struck me as patronizing. He re- 
ferred to Moret as a boy. 

“They traded him because 
they couldn’t understand him,” 
Maniella continued. ‘‘Now 
here’s a player who had a lan- 
guage problem and was prob- 
ably lonely. When he was in the 
bushes he should have been put 
in language school. They say it 
costs three-quarters of a million 


to develop a major league ball- 


player. Why not spend another 


five grand to teach him Eng- 


lish?” 

We put that question to Sox 
spokesman Crowley. ‘‘We’ve 
thought about that,” he replied. 
“I agree with the idea entirely. 
There are teams that do that.” 


Hiring practices 
During the summer of the Im- 
possible Dream, Royal Bolling 
eo was in the ice cream busi- 
“T used to sell ice cream 
prent on the Common at civil 
rights marches, antiwar rallies 
— things like that,” he remem- 
bered. “Then my aunt said, 
‘Why ‘don’t you check out Fen- 


way Park?’ 
“So I did,” said Bolling, “I 
called up and talked to some guy 


being a vendor, -and asked 
whether jobs were open to blacks 
in general. And he said, ‘If you 
want blacks over here, you go get 
them yourself.’ I sent some kids 
looking for jobs over there, pos- 
sibly five to seven kids. I said, 
‘Go down there and see what 
happens.’ I remember one kid 
coming back and saying he 
wasn’t treated well, that he was 
given a section where the busi- 
ness wasn’t that good for hot 
dogs or ice cream or whatever.” 

And that was the last Bolling 
heard about it. Until seven years 
later. In March, 1974, the 
bothersome Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimi- 
nation (MCAD) announced that 
it had, on its own, initiated a 
complaint against the Red Sox 
charging them with discrimina- 
tory hiring procedures for all as- 
pects of the operation — ushers, 
ticket takers, vendors, the 
ground crew, front office, 
coaches, managers — every- 
thing but the ballplayers them- 
selves. The case is still active 
and MCAD officials anticipate 
an agreement with the club — or 
else a public hearing on the 
charges — within the next two 
months. The same officials said 
the case may be expanded to in- 
clude the players; the Commis- 
sion has, in fact, some relevant 
data already. 

“Our investigations are in the 
nature of fishing expeditions,” 
said one MCAD official, “and we 
may do just that.” Just what the 
agency has gathered to date is 
confidential, but one former offi- 
cial said its suspicions had not 
been unfounded. “It was the 
view of the people doing the 
investigation,” he said, “that 
there was a serious problem. 
throughout the organization, 
and I mean everything in the or- 
ganization.” 

Old Red Sox yearbooks Pro- 


‘ on the phone and asked about + 


vide some insight into the ik- 
ture of that “problem.” Since 
1961, when the Sox annuals be- 


gan running photographs of. 


many of their front office staff, 
ticket sellers and secretarial 
help, not one black face has ap- 
peared among them. In 1963, the 
Sox included pictures of their 11 
special policemen and their 90 
ushers; all were white. In fact, 
the-first black face we saw in the 
yearbooks, other than Pumpsie 


-Green and his colleagues on the 


field, appeared in a 1969 Pepsi 
advertisement. 

The Red. Sox reaction to the 
MCAD charges was a swift 
denial from spokesman Crow- 
ley, along with a few other ob- 
servations. Reported the Globe 
at the time: “Crowley said the 
Red Sox several years ago invi- 
ted Royal Bolling Jr., now a state 
legislator from Dorchester, to re- 
cruit blacks as ticket takers, 
ushers and vendors.” 

-“* ‘We encouraged him to bring 
in anyone he could find,’ Crow- 
ley said. ‘Some came, but they 
weren’t interested in that kind of 
money for those hours. The few 
who did try it quit in a short 
time.’ ”> 

Bolling seemed a bit incredu- 
lous when we contacted him rec- 
ently about Crowley’s remarks: 
“That’s amazing,” he said. “I 
don’t see how the guy can ré- 
member the damn phone con- 
versation. I never had a face-to- 


-face meeting with them, and 


that was way back in 1967. 

“But by 1974 I was in office so 
I guess what he said looks good in 
print,” Bolling continued. “I 
have the feeling they were try- 
ing to shift the blame to me.” 

Crowley at first refused to dis- 
cuss the matter with the 
Phoenix, then denied saying the 
Red Sox ever talked to Bolling. 
Finally, he said: “If it reads like I 
said the Red Sox spoke to him, I 
was wrong. Our concéssions 
people may have spoken to 
him.” Crowley refused to an- 
swer any further questions about 
the MCAD suit. He referred all 
such questions to team treasurer 
John L. Harrington, whom he 
said would also refuse_to talk 
about the case. 

PA lic was wrong about that. 

arrington did speak with us 
na y and told us the team was 
now working on an affirmative 
action plan for the hiring of 
minorities in response to the 
MCAD complaint. 

“They [the MCAD] just want 
to know, since we’re so visible, 
what we’re doing on this score,” 
he said. “What they’re saying is 
put down what you’re telling us 
in writing and we're going to 
hold you to it.” 

Harrington said the team cur- 
rently has six nonwhites on the 
ground crew, two as ticket sel- 
lers and “two or three” as ushers. 
“A lot of them,” he admitted, 
had been hired since the MCAD 
brought its complaint. As far as 


players were concerned, he said 
he had figures which showed 
that from 1971 through 1975, the 


_ Sox compared favorably to the 


industry as a whole in the sign- 
ing of nonwhite players. Har- 
rington said he found our figures 
on the number of nonwhites on 
the team since 1959 “hard to be- 
lieve.”” He also said he was sur- 
prised at how few nonwhites we 
found. in the top rungs of the 
team’s minor league system, a 
finding which he said contradic- 
ted information he had on the 
1974 season. 

“IT don’t know,’’ he said, 
“where they’ve all gone in two 
years.” 


On the farm 

Howie Haak of the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates is widely regarded 
as baseball’s leading expert on 
Latin players. Says fellow scout 
Milt Bolling of the Red Sox: 
“‘Howie’s liable to go down there 
{Latin countries] and sign what 
I'd call a boatload.” The results 
of Haak’s journeys are manifest: 
the Pittsburgh organization is 
the least white in baseball, to the 
point where the Pirate brass re- 
portedly worry that the city 
might have problems relating to 
the club. When we talked to 
Haak about Boston’s record in 
recruiting Latins, his assess- 
ment, at least in terms of the 
timing of the Sox’s entry into 
that market, was not favorable. 

“T would say they were one of 


the later teams to become com- 
petitive in the Latin countries,” 
said Haak when we reached him 
on the road in Charleston, West 
Virginia. “First, there was the 
old Washington Senators, but 
that was strictly in Cuba, then I 
came along and the Giants. That 
was in the ’50s. 

“It wasn’t until around 63 
that the Sox came in. Only seven 
or eight clubs came after that, 
I'd say.” Haak rattled off eight, 
of which four — Montreal, San 
Diego, Kansas City and Mil- 
waukee — were expansion teams 
that didn’t even come into be- 
ing until the late '60s, and a 
fifth, Houston, was organized in 
1962. Only Chicago (AL), Oak- 
land and Detroit of the original 
teams — by Haak’s recollection 
— trailed Boston into the Latin 
areas. 

The first Sox scout seeking 
Latin players was a popular 
sports broadcastet who would 
track down talent in his spare 
time and be paid on a commis- 
sion basis. The practice is not 
uncommon in baseball. It was 
not until the ’70s, from all that 
we can gather, that the Red Sox 
moved into the Latin countries 
in a big way, setting up three 
full-time scouts. 

Haak, like most baseball 
people, was loath to criticize 


others in his profession (he made. 


a point of praising the Boston 
team’s famed generosity toward

players). But also said he was 
unaware of any Latin or black 
coaches in the Sox farm system, 
and he added: ‘‘We’ve got Latin 
personne! all through our or- 
ganization. If you’re gonna sign. 
them, you should have Latin and 
black coachés.” 

That the Sox were slow in re- 
cruiting black talent is beyond 
debate. “They simply weren’t 
interested in them for years,” 
said Haak. It was not until 
around 1962, after the departure 
of farm director Johnny Murphy 
to the New York Mets (one of 
baseball’s whitest teams), that 
the Sox hired a black scout 
named Ed Scott. Scott is quick 
to admit the team “hadn’t done’ 
well on black players until 
then.”’ Scott’s first find was 
George Scott (no relation), 
whom he admits he was upset to 
see go. (“If I had had a word to 
say on that,” said scout Scott, “I 
would’ve said he was the best 
first baseman in the league.’’) 
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Today’s Red Sox farm system 
‘appears to reflect the team’s 
tardiness: it is, as one Sporting 
News writer told us, “‘a whiter 
system than most.”’ At Boston’s 
top three farm clubs — Rhode Is- 
land, Bristol (Conn.) and 
Winston-Salem — there are a 
grand total of six nonwhite 
players, four of them Latin, two 
black. Sportswriters who cover 
those teams regularly say the 
number is significantly lower 
than that of other clubs in those 
leagues. Only one nonwhite 
player in the Sox organization, 
outfielder Otis Foster with 
Winston-Salem, is regarded as a 
sure-fire major league prospect. 
The bottom two clubs of the 
Sox system — Winter Haven and 
Elmira, New York — atone 
somewhat for the lack of color at 
the top, and may well represent 
the fruits of the team’s new 
Latin push. There are eight non- 
whites out of 34 at Elmira and 
eight or nine at Winter Haven 
(depending on whom you listen 
to); in both cases, the number is 
greater than or on a par with the 
leagues in which the teams com- 


pete. 
We asked Bill Crowley why

there are so few black and Latin 
ballplayers at the top of the Sox 
farm system. Crowley, a large 
and genial man who has 

as Sox publicity chief for 16 
years, thought for a moment. 

“It’s simply the luck of the 
draw on the draft,” he replied. “I 
don’t think anybody con- 
sciously discriminates anymore, 
if they ever did.” 

Asked about the Phoenix's 
figures indicating that the Sox 
have one of the worst records in 
baseball in putting nonwhite 
players on the field, Crowley re- 
plied: ‘““That’s become the ques- 
tion lately. But the question 
really is: how have we suc- 
ceeded as a competitive team? 
Since the [free agent] draft came 
along in '65, we sit down and do a 
real hard analysis of how we 


‘compare with other organiza- 


tions, And we’ve been a competi- 
tive ballclub since 1967.” 

We repeated the question. 
Crowley’s voice grew slightly 
louder. 

“You did this analysis with 
one thing in mind — and I think 
the wrong thing,” he said. “The 
thing that matters is whether the 
team is competitive. 

“New England fans want a 
contending ballclub. People in 
New England don’t care what 
color a player is.

Volvo tennis: Connors keeps the 


It was just another week's work for Jimmy 


by George Kimball 
HOOKSETT, N. H.—“Well,” 
Jimmy Connors grinned once it 
was all over, “nobody said it was 
going to be easy.” 
Which it had not been. 
Actually, taking a three-set (7-6, 


4-6, 6-3) match from Mexico's 


Raul Ramirez hadn’t been Con- 
nors’s most difficult accom- 
plishment .of the week — or, in- 
deed, of the day, although by de- 
feating Ramirez he had success- 
fully defended his title in the 
Volvo International Tennis 
Tournament, picking up a check 
for $16,000 and the keys to a new 
Volvo in the process. (Upon 
taking receipt of said keys, Con- 
nors promptly made the gesture 
of giving runner-up Ramirez the 
Volvo he won last year.) 

It had hardly been his most 
difficult match of the tourna- 
ment: he had gone to two tie- 
breakers with Eddie Dibbs in the 
quarter-finals, with Dibbs with- 
in two points of the set in both of 
them; in the semis he had been 
forced to fight an uphill battle 
against Zeljko Franulovic of 
Split, Yugoslavia, having blown 
the first set after taking a 4-0 
lead in the tie-breaker, and he 
had ultimately had to endure a 
three-hour ride through scenic 
but lightly-traveled roads 
through the White Mountains of 
New Hampshire to get to Hook- 
sett, once the tournament offi- 
cials had abandoned all hope — 
after three days of rain and in 
the face of an approaching hur- 
ricane — of finishing the Volvo 
in Mount Washington Valley, in 
order to play the match within 
the confines of the Algonquin 
Tennis Club, in a pre-fab, two-

court indoor structure. 

The Connors-Dibbs match, by 
all rights, was probably the 
tournament’s Most Exciting. 
(The sponsors had put up a prize 
of two Mo-Peds for the partici- 
pants in the Most Exciting 
match, as adjudged by the press;

was considerable sentiment for 
giving the bikes to Ramirez and 
Cliff Richey for their 6-1, 6-1 
semifinal blowout, on the very 
elementary grounds that for a 
bunch of people who have to 
cover 94 matches in a week, what 
could be more exciting than a 


match lasting 56 minutes?) For

match. By taping Ramirez-

thing to put on the screen when 
the remaining matches were 
rained out by a subsequent 
downpour.

If the washout of a live final 
had bugged CBS — and it is to

‘lieved, at least, that they were

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nis Club, wondering what was 
going to happen. More than a 
thousand ticketholders first 
stood in line in the rain for hours, 
then, admitted to the stadium, 
lined the seats expectantly even 
as the precipitation increased. 
The members of the press 
hovered about, eager for some 
word, while Tournament Direc- 
tor Jim Westhall set the wheels 
in motion for ‘Plan B’ — the 
move to Hooksett, where the 
Uniturf surface was the closest 
thing to red clay under a roof in 
New Hampshire. 

The situation was further 
complicated in that all five re- 
maining players in the two final 
matches were scheduled — com- 
mitted, in fact — to play in the 
Clay Court Championships .in 
Indianapolis the next day, and 
the imminence of a hurricane 
hardly could be considered en- 
couraging. 

The rain slackened momen- 
tarily and referee Sean Sloan 
stepped out onto the court for 
one last look at the surface at 
12:02 p.m. Given all the contin- 
gent factors, he pronounced the 
court playable and went to his 
trailer to call the players. At 
12:04, as Westhall, his back to 
the window, made the an- 
nouncement to the press, it be- 
gan to rain harder than ever. 
Sloan emerged from the trailer 
shaking his head. We were off to 
Hooksett.

that the indomitable Connors 
was a thing of the past. “You 
don’t have to-play 110 ) per cent to 
beat him anymore,” s 
Ramirez. ‘‘That’s not my opin- 
ion, man, that’s a fact. Just look 
at the record.” 

“The record is,” said Connors 
evenly, “that we have played 
each other nine times and I’ve 
won seven of them. He said the 
same thing in Washington and 
then won six games in the 
match, and he was lucky to win 
that many. I just think he should 


‘either find a better choice of 


words or learn to play better.” 

By the time the caravan ar- 
rived in Hooksett, the word was 
out. They must have a very ef- 
ficient telephone tree or some- 
thing at the* Algonquin Tennis 
Club, because by the time I ar- 
rived every member and then 
some had lined the Rte. 28 by- 
pass for a mile in either direc- 
tion, and the austere barn was 
filled well beyond its normal 
capacity of, well, eight. (Iron- 
ically, in light of the tourna- 
ment’s efforts to accommodate 
ticketholders, the scant space 
inside the club not reserved for 
working press was allotted to Al- 
gonquin members, not ticket- 
holders.)

(South African — and former 
Lobster — Bob Hewitt had been 
fined early in the week for loudly 
uttering several ‘‘Goddamns’”’ in 
the presence of umpire Joan 
Bird, who was so appalled that 
she dispatched all the ball boys 
and ball girls out of earshot un- 
til Hewitt concluded his explo- 
sion of expletives. But in the fi- 
nal, with several hundred people 
packed within whispering range, 
at one point Connors stared long 
and hard at an offending wall 
and, quite audibly, shouted 
“Fuck!” as he shook his head. 
Joan Bird squirmed uncomfort- 
ably in her chair before ordering 
play resumed, presumably pre- 
ferring to maintain the illusion 
that she was unaware of the 
meaning of the word.) 


Ramirez pulled out the sec- 
ond set and then momentarily 
halted play once again while he 
sent his doubles partner Gott- 
fried off in search of a fresh 
“chirt.” To no avail. Connors re- 
turned to battle like a man en- 
raged, as only Connors does 
when he smells victory, and the 
third set was made all the 
speedier when a pregnant lines- 
woman changed a pro-Ramirez 
call that would have been break 
point in a Crucial game. (Um- 
pire Bird, though, said later that 
the original call had been so bla- 
tantly erroneous that she would 
have overruled it from the chair 
had the linesperson not changed 
it herself.) 
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For James Scott Connors, 
though, it was just another 
week’s work, even if it did start 
in North Conway and end in 
Hooksett. And for what it’s . 
worth, it may very well not have 
been his last New England ap- 
pearance this month. When the 
Volvo began, Connors was 
wavering between playing the 
US Pro at Longwood, playing a 
tournament in Orange, New Jer- 
sey the same week, or taking the 
last week in August off entirely. 
Later that week I learned that 
Orange had issued an accept- 
ance list and that Connors’s 
name was on it.

but let’s be mature enough to 
compromise.” They found them- 
selves roundly booed by grass- 
roots women who had not been 
privy to the realpolitik that the 
women’s caucus at the conven- 


“| tion was more for show than 


blow. 

Talking and acting as the new 
regulars, some of the old out- 
siders seemed vaguely embar- 
rassed by their new positions of 
respectability. They spoke of the 
importance of “dealing with the 
issues” and not “papering over” 
serious divisions in the interest 
of harmony. But if there were 
any serious divisions, they were 
indeed nicely papered over. 

On the other hand, Hayden 


| warned that “we're faced with a 


breakdown of the progressive or 
liberal wing of the Democratic 
Party, and it is not enough-to put 
together a new organization or a 
new set of letters in the alpha- 
bet soup of progressive poli- 
tics.”” He added, “We’re not a 
cultural minority ... I hope. 
We’re.a majority in the making.” 
But the message was clear: the 
best hope for old and new acti- 
vists was to work within the 
party and put a Democrat in the 
White House. 

Some of the regulars were 
called upon to justify their party 
fealty. Michigan Congresman 
John Conyers reassured his 
listeners gathered on the plush 
red carpets under the chande- 
liers of a Statler Hilton ball- 
room that he supports the Black 
Political Assembly, that the 
struggle for progressive politics 
doesn’t reside solely within the 
Democratic Party and, in fact, 
that he still feels that the two- 
party system has been the root 
cause of most of today’s prob- 
lems. But, he explained, “Ninety 
percent of blacks vote within the 
Democratic Party and I recog- 
nize I could never have gotten 
here without it.” 

For most of the Democratic 
left, though, it’s not just a ques- 
tion of how they’ve gotten to 
where they are but of where 
they’re going. As Conyers said, 
“With a Democrat in the White 
House, the Left will bave an in.” 

There were only a few dissi- 
dent voices at the convention. 
One was California Congress- 
man Don Edwards, longtime 
leader of the left within the 
Democratic Party. He warned 
that even if the party succeeds in 
fulfilling its platform promises 
— national health insurance, 
federalization of welfare, and the 
Humphrey-Hawkins full em- 
ployment bill — it won’t be 
enough to save the cities. What 
is required, he said, is a radical 
economic restructuring of the 
country, including taxing multi- 
national corporations, drastic 
defense cuts and establishing 
public ownership of corpora- 
tions. 

But Edwards got few takers. 
No one really wanted to upset 
the proceedings. Out of bore- 
dom, some wanted to stir up a 
little action. After all, they 
wanted to get their money’s 
worth out of the convention. But 
only the most steadfast ideo- 
logues and showboats wanted to 
upset the coronation in prime 
time. Much of what was radical 
in the McCarthy-McGovern 
days was part of the 1976 plat- 
form, and the selection of liberal 
Minnesota Senator Walter Mon- 
dale quieted much of the re- 
maining ‘‘progressive’’ resis- 
tance to Carter. They talked of 
their responsibility as “holding 
Carter’s feet to the fire,”’ forcing 
him to fulfill the promises of the 
platform. Some credited their 
own strength with achieving the 
Mondale selection; one activist 
said, “If we had all jumped on 
the Carter bandwagon after 
Ohio, the choice wouldn’t have 
come down to Muskie and Mon- 
dale. It would have been be- 
tween Jackson and Glenn.” But 
even if they had had to fight a 


bad vice presidential selection, it 


is doubtful they would have had 
the votes. 

There was a lot of talk about 
the Humphrey-Hawkins full em- 
ployment program, but the real 
full employment program dis- 
cussed both on and off the con- . 
vention floor was the Jobs for 
Democrats program, especially 
for those who were with Carter 
early (sometimes seen sporting 
“with Jimmy before’ buttons). 
But even for those executive 
power-hungry Democrats late in 
coming around to Carter, he is 
their meal ticket. Said one dele- 
gate, “I don’t care about Car- 
ter’s fuzziness on the issues. In 
the final analysis, he means 
party patronage, whether he 
wants to call it that or not.” 

Despite the talk about gov- 
ernment reorganization and cut- 
ting back the federal bureauc- 
racy, few professional Demo- 
crats felt they'd be cut out of the 
action. From the black caucus to 
the women’s caucus, small 
ripples of protest were quelled by 
promises of spots in a Carter 
administration. Even the much- 
touted fight to guarantee equal 
representation of women dele- 
gates to the next convention was 
ultimately dismissed as merely — 
symbolic in comparison to the 
substantive jobs for women 
which Carter could offer. Massa- 
chusetts Carter operative Paul 
Parks, who worked to quell some 
minority group disgruntlement, 
said it was a lot easier to get 
people together this year than in 
1972 because the people in New 
York were party professionals. 
“We had the fights in ’72,” he 
said, “because most of the dele- 
gates didn’t care about getting 
jobs in a McGovern administra- 
tion.” 

Some of the last holdouts have 
talked themselves into being “‘for ~ 
Jimmy” because of the lesson of 
their “prinicipled” rejection of 
Hubert Humphrey in 1968. 
Some, still smarting from the 
legacy of the Nixon Supreme 
Court selections, are troubled by 
Carter’s failure to explain his 
philosophy of the Constitution or 
to discuss the kinds of people 
(not their demographics) he 
would consider appointing. But 
as difficult as it is to buy Car-. 
ter’s ““Trust Me” approach, no 
one seems to be pressing him on 
this point. 

For a while it seemed that Mo 
Udall could be used as the 
spokesperson for liberal doubts 
during the upcoming campaign. 
Old second-place Mo beat Jerry 
Brown 329.5 to 300.5 in the presi- 
dential balloting and seemed to 
be in a position to be a pre- 
tender to the role of party 
spokesperson if -Carter’s big 
green machine were to come 
apart at the seams. But the sel- 
ection of Mondale finished what- 
ever thoughts Udall might have 
had of leading a government in 
exile. Udall has donned the Car- 
ter button and been quietly ab- 
sorbed. 

Jerry Brown is another world. 
Unlike all the other also-rans, he 
was the only one to stay aloof 
from the love-in. His comment 
on the party unity was, “We may 
never see it again, so let’s enjoy it 
while we can.” Carter’s dislike 
for Brown is matched by Brown’s 
disdain toward the party nomi- 
nee, and despite all of Brown’s 
talk of working hard for the 
Democratic ticket, one Brown 
campaign aide said, ‘“He’d sure 
like to see Jimmy get his ass 
kicked in.” (Brown himself re- 
portedly has talked about 
mounting a challenge to Presi- 
dent Carter in 1980.) But while 
Brown might appear a likely 
gadfly for vestigial liberal oppo- 
sition, he has been quiet since 
New York and, in addition, is 
probably too erratic a person- 
ality to lead a sustained move- 
ment. 

Carter’s popularity may have 
peaked in New York, but any re- 
duction in his standing in the 
polls between now and Novem- 
ber will probably be the result of 
Republican attacks, not of snip- 
ing from within.

When H. G. Wells’s The Time 
Machine appeared in 1895, 
Oscar Wilde, then at the height 
of his literary reputation, re- 
marked that the book was some- 
thing completely new under the 
sun. Wilde was right. The Time 
Machine and its successors, War 
of the Worlds and The Invisible 
Man, along with the works of 
Jules Verne, established a new 
literary genre: science fiction. 

For the last 40 years, Wells's 
stories have had a special at- 
traction for filmmakers. Since 
1933, at least seven full-length 
movies have been adapted from 
his science fiction. The sheer in- 
ventiveness of Wells’s mind-bog- 
gling fantasies and the dramatic 
intensity of his tight plots are a 
special challenge to the i imagina- 
matic medium and to the skills 
of filmmakers. The suitability to 
the screen of his visions was 
recognized by Wells himself, 
who, in 1932, turned one of his 
books, The Shape of Things to 
Come, into a movie script. 

The latest in the series of 
Wells adaptations is Food of the 
Gods, an American Inter- 
national release directed by Burt 
Gordon, and it is undoubtedly 
the worst of the lot. In fact, this 
cheapie about giant rats and in- 
sects bears little resemblance to 
the original Wells fable.in which 
size is merely a symbol in a 
Nietzchean ode to supermen un- 
able to tolerate the narrow con- 
ventions of society. Gordon 
simply exploits the usual mon- 
ster vs. human cliches and warns 
that it’s not nice to fool with 
Mother Nature. This is the 
second time around for direc- 
tor/producer/screenwriter Gor- 
don, whose The Village of the 
Giants (1965) drew from the 
same Wells novel. Any relation- 
ship between either movie and 
the book is best described by the 
minuscule credit in the sensa- 
tionalistic ads for The Food of 
the Gods which says, “Based on 
a portion of the novel by H.G.

Wells.” A “portion” it is: about 
10 of the original’s 180 pages. 
Nothing remains but the king- 
sized rodents, one of whom 
gnaws lovingly on Ida Lupino’s 
neck. But, then, Gordon prob- 
ably would have turned Arthur 
Clarke’s 2001 into a yarn about 
apes flying to Saturn. The Food 
of the Gods is — dare I say it? — 
garbage. 

It is not unique, however, in its 
disregard for what Wells meant 
to say. Far better adaptations of 
works, though retaining his 


melodramatic plotlines, have 


similarly eschewed his 
sophical themes and lack Wells’s 
mythopoeic power. The original 
stories are usually stripped down 
to the essential facts and events 
and given facile, audience-pleas- 
ing twists. 

The Time Machine 


directed by George Pal, is a good 
example of this. Pal fashions a 
well-made adventure story of a 
distant future when Time 
Traveler Rod Taylor and the 
noble but helpless Eloi are pitted 
against the cannibalistic Mor- 
locks. The movie concludes op- 
timistically as the Time Traveler 
once again speeds off into time to 
be reunited with his Eloi love, 
Weena. The theme of the Wells 
original, the inevitability of 
decay, is totally absent here. In 
the book the Eloi and Morlocks 
are not symbols of good and evil 
but devolutionary products of in- 
equitable social conditions. And, 
in marked contrast to the movie, 
the book ends pessimistically 
with a horrifying image as the 
Time Traveler arrives at 800,000 
AD and surveys a bleak earth al- 
most devoid of life... ‘ 


War of the Worlds (1953) is an- 
other instance of a Wells story 
without the Wells theme. This 
movie about an invasion of earth 
‘by the physically weak but men- 


tally superior Martians leaves 


out the Wellsian dictum that 
evolution dooms humankind to 
be as advanced — and as vul- 
nerable — ‘as the ultimately de- 
feated Martians. In the hands of 
director Byron Haskins and pro- 
ducer George Pal, War of the 
Worlds, though it boasts spec- 
tacular special effects, becomes 
just. another movie. about das- 
tardly aliens from outer space, 
The film, incidentally, was prob- 
ably more influenced by the 
famous Orson Welles radio 
broadcast of 1933 than by H. G. 
Wells’s book, published in 1897. 

Only The Invisible Man 
(1933), starring Claude. Rains, 


retains-all the elements of 


Wells’s plot, atmosphere and 
theme: Voted one of the ten best 
for that year by New York Times 
critics, the movie expertly 
mimics the gothic atmosphere of 
the book as monomaniacal but 
invisible scientist Jack Griffin 
plunders the English country- 
side. The central symbol of in- 


visibility, indicative simul-— 


taneously of the power and im- 


sustained throughout, 
Wells’s moral, that inhumanity 


results when one cuts oneself off 


from society, is adequately pre- 
sented. Even Wells’s comic 
touch is presented in the scene at 
the English inn where the in- 
visible man, surrounded by a 
Circle of policemen, escapes and 
leaves the bobbies in a heap of 
confusion. 


The film that could have been : 


the most fascinating of all the 
Wells adaptations is The Island 
of Lost Souls (1933), starring 
Charles Laughton as the mad 
scientist who tries to transform 
animals into men. Unfor- 
tunately, the cinematic version 
of The Island of Dr. Moreau, 
probably Wells’s most gro- 
tesque tale, adheres only to the 
more chilling aspects of the 
story, such as the doctor’s 
Chamber of Pain where the 
beast-men chant the Law. The 
movie eliminates Wells’s argu- 
ment about the inviolability of 
Darwinian law. 

Adaptations of Wells will un- 
doubtedly continue to be filmed. 


Moviemakers are always quick . 


to take advantage of ready-made 
plots and, as demonstrated by 
the watered-down version of 


Food of the Gods, of the reputa- 


tion of.a master of science fic- 
tion.. And. there are scores of. 
works, short stories and novels, 
still untouched. It-is safe to pré- 
dict, however, that these adap- 
tations, too, will preserve only 
the husk of H. G. Wells's writ- 
ings. For the kernel we will have 
to continue to go back to the 
originals.

This past year the Boston Bal- 


let presented Balachine’s “Four 


Temperaments.” They often 
dance Balanchine ballets, so this 
wasn’t surprising. But for them 
to perform this particular work, 
which had just been revived in 
New York and acclaimed there 
as a masterpiece, did seem to me 
to be courting disaster. 

I needn’t have worried — the 
Ballet did quite well. Recently, 
however, I saw “Four Tempera- 
ments” performed by Balan- 
chine’s own company, the New 
York City Ballet, at the Sara- 
toga Performing Arts Festival in 
upstate New York, and it was so 
exhilarating there’s simply no 
comparison between the two ver- 
sions. I would even go so far as to 
say that you haven’t really seen 
the ballet until you’ve seen the 
NYC Ballet dance it. 

To understand why, it’s neces- 
sary to know something about 
Balanchine’s choreography in 
general, and about the specific 
type of dancer it demands. 
Above all else, Balanchine’s 
choreography is about struc- 
ture. That’s why he’s a classicist 
in the strictest sense of the word. 
Balanchine’s choreography feeds 
on the structure of whatever 
music it’s set to. It often uses en- 
sembles of dancers to create floor 
patterns that are most intricate 
yet lucid, 'ogical and frequently 
symmetrical. Balanchine’s chor- 
eography shapes the body and 
moves it according to the classic 
ballet vocabulary, but in a new 
way that stresses geometric 


These tired one-time winners 
and their antiquated Coach, 
hooked on booze, Feenamint and 
memories, are sadsack symbols 
of a quite palpable national dis- 
enchantment.

Director Thompson’s decision 
to go with the flagrantly sym- 
bolic aspect of That Champion- 
ship Season sometimes sacri- 
fices its realistic element, the 
merciless dissection of these par- 
ticular middle-aged ex-jocks, 
First there is the literalization of 
the metaphor, then the blocking 
is likewise schematic. Revela- 
tory monologues are delivered as 
if into the bleachers or the void. 
Coach conducts little pep talks 
with individual players not on 
the porch offstage, as in the 
original, but on “‘the bench” in 
full view of the audience; he even 
wears a dilapidated letter sweat- 
er over his shoulders. The idea is 
intriguing; the effect is some- 
what distancing. It would, I be- 
lieve, seem less self-conscious if 
the caliber of the acting were 
consistent enough to hurdle the 
conceit. Best are Alan Gifford as 
the feisty small-pond Patton of a 
Coach and Jon Terry as the pet- 
ty, milquetoast school princi- 
pal.

This is why he’s a neo-classicist. 
From the various structures de- 
rive abstract expressions that are 
often detectable only as bypro- 
ducts of structure. In Balan- 
chine’s better ballets, these 
evocations are often exquisitely 
profound. 

In order to maximize their 
beauty and expressiveness, 
Balanchine’s ballets require a 
special type of dancer who 
doesn’t express him or her self as 
a personality, but as an instru- 
ment in the larger choreo- 
graphic design, and who has per- 
fect technique. And the latter in- 
volves both having been born 
with and fully developing some 
rather freakish body traits: the 
flattest of turnouts, a thin short 
torso, legs which begin prac- 
tically. under the armpits, and 
insteps that are boldy arched. 
Such a physiognomy insures 
generally that only angles of 45, 
90, 135 or 180 degrees will be 
struck by the limbs with regard 
to each other or the body. Dan- 
cers who can always shape them- 
selves in these angles are best 
equipped to reveal Balanchine’s 


. choreographic structures. They 


themselves are structures: stick 
figures cutting space neatly and 
elegantly. These dancers fulfill 
Balanchine’s total choreograph- 
ic vision, whereas the wrong 
dancers muddy his structures, 
stifling their expressiveness and 
reducing them to an often bor- 
ing formalism. 

While the Boston Ballet has 
good dancers, they are not 


Balanchine’s ideals. The “Four 
Temperaments” at Saratoga im- 
mediately revealed how much 
the Boston Ballet’s production 
had lacked. The ballet opened on 
a bare stage and a man and wo- 
man standing, their legs para- 
llel, in spare practice clothes. 
The wrong bodies, a slight bulge 
here, a shorter line there, or a 
hint of facial expression would 
have ruined the stark sim- 
plicity. But these were Balan- 
chine dancers, transformed into 
lines and thus abstractions of 
human figures. 

Then they began to move. 
Each extended a leg with point- 
ed foot, positioned arms, crossed 
legs, arms, and then joined arms. 
Nothing could have been 
simpler, but these actions ef- 
fected another transformation: 
now the two had formed a part- 
nership and were dancing. 
Balanchine continued his 
choreographic “story” by means 
of the ballet vocabulary and the 
subtle relationships between 
partners of opposite sexes, or 
soloist and corps of opposite sex- 
es. The three parts of the Theme 
— of which this opening was the 
first — almost imperceptibly 
delineated the possibilities: 
amicable domination by one 
member, violent domination, 
mutual dependence. The bulk of 
“Four Temperaments” extrap- 
olated four longer Variations on 
these basics to suggest loosely 
the moods of man — Melan- 


’ cholic, Sanguinic, Phlegmatic 


and Choleric — according to the 
medieval mind and as explored 


by Paul Hindemith’s piano 
score. One mainly saw an 
increasingly dazzling array of in- 
ventively geometrical ballet 
steps which culminated in lines 
of slowly turning dancers inter- 
twined with girls, lifted in splits 
that arced above like jubilant 
fireworks. 

The Melancholic section fea- 
tured a magnificently supple 
Bart Cook, whose gliding, full 
body turns leaned in a jazzy sort 
of way that suggested an im- 
pulse toward the ground. An on- 
slaught of high-kicking women 
buffeted him, lifting their legs 
tauntingly from the hip and 
leading with their pelvises. Cook 
exited walking backwards, his 
torso bent back in an arc of sub- 
mission. The omnipresent and 
ominous squad of women reap- 


' peared in the Sanguinic section, 


though Anthony Blum managed 
them by amicably partnering 
Colleen Neary, ignoring them 
and jumping in strong second 
position from springy demi- 
points. The squad threatened 
the Phlegmatic Jean-Pierre Bon- 
nefous with a sexy tangle of legs 
from which he was nonetheless 
able to extricate himself. The 
Choleric Karin von Aroldingen 
was turned harshly by men, who 
were the aggressors for ence, and 
once clear of them she kicked low 
and heatedly while turning vari- 
ous ways by herself.

let, “Four Temperaments” was 


visual knockout. In addition, the 
company allowed the piece to be 
evocative. What it suggested had 
something to do with the 
development of motion from 
basic steps and motionless danc- 
ers. Perhaps one way to put it all 
together was to see ‘Four 
Temperaments’’ as Balan- 
chine’s classicization of med- 
ieval belief in both man and god. 
Thus man is a lonely, unique 
creature (the first Theme) whose 
ability to create decorates the 
world and unites him with his 
kind (the rest of the Theme’s). 
These relationships, like human 
experience, are rarely harmo- 
nious (the four Variations). The 
experiential states themselves 
looked evil, potentially engulf- 
ing, and fate-like (the female 
squads). But the struggles with 
them prove worthwhile, based as 
they seem to be on an ultimate, 
exhilarating belief in humanity 
and the heaven to which it as- 
pires (the arcs at the end). The 
enigmatic hand gestures may 
have been meant to suggest the 
two-dimensionality of medieval 
religious paintings, and their 
keen angles the rest of Balan- 
chine’s ultra-modern choreogra- 
phy. 

Unfortunately Boston will 
never get to see this piece in its 
original form. The NYCB 
doesn’t tour, and to Saratoga in 
the summer is about the only 
place it travels. So if you want to 
see “Four Temperaments” or 
any Balanchine choreography, 
make the pilgrimage to New

against their mere existence. 
The by the record in- 
dustry of the most innovative 
jazz of the recent past is shock- 
ing; otherwise Turning Point 
would have appeared in 1964, 
when recorded, instead of going 
unheard until Bley formed his 
own company. Despite the long 
wait, the tensions and discov- 
eries of this-quartet session are 
still highly palpable. 

The New York jazz scene in 
1964 was bubbling with radical 
innovation. Ornette Coleman 
was in temporary retirement but 
John Coltrane and his quartet 
kept pushing modal improvis- 
ing to its limits; Cecil Taylor had 
abandoned conventional time 
and melodic lines altogether. An 
underground network of loft ses- 
sions and concerts by. Taylor, 
Bley and such (at the time) 
lesser-knowns as Albert Ayler 
and Sun Ra nurtured several 
notable collaborations and the 
Jazz Artists Guild, a short-lived 
musicians’ collective. John Gil- 
more, the tenor saxophonist on 
Turning Point, had long been 
Sun Ra’s featured soloist; bass- 
ist Gary Peacock was a central 
figure on Albert Ayler’s greatest 
records but, like his rhythm sec- 
tion partner Paul Motian, he 
worked steadily with Bill Evans 
(Evans’s Trio 64, with a more 
subdued Peacock and Motian, 
has just been reissued on Verve) 
until opting for the greater chal- 
lenges of Bley’s music. 

By the time Gilmore, Peacock 
and Motian joined Bley for 


pendent survival and highly per- 
sonal expression for over a dec- 
ade. He made his debut on 
Charles Mingus’s Debut, an 
early musician-owned label, in 
1953; organized a band of Los 
Angeles experimenters in 1958 


that would go on without him to 
foment a jazz revolution as the 
original Ornette Coleman quar- 
tet; and played free duets with 
Bill Evans on George Russell’s 
Jazz in the Space Age. His par- 
ticipation with bassist Steve 
Swallow in Jimmy Giuffre’s 1961 
trio stamped him irrevocably as 
a member of the avant garde, 
and his 1963 gigs with Sonny 
Rollins goaded the tenor giant 
into some of his most abstract 
explorations. If Turning 
marks the end of Bley’s “side- 
man” phase and the 
of his own perspective as pianist 
and leader, it also re-examines 
his previous experiences (par- 
ticularly with the Giuffre trio) 
and channels newfound free- 
doms through the traditional 
theme-solos-theme format. 

The dry introspection of Bley’s 
harmonic palette, his focus from 
1964 forward on the piano-bass- 
drums trio, and his teaming with 
Peacock and Motian have stereo- 
typed him in many listeners’ 
minds as a far-out Bill Evans. 
Actually, Bley’s work is quite 
distinctive. The kinetic inter- 
action among solo and support- 


ing instruments which Evans 


first fostered with bassist Scott 
LaFaro and Motian reaches a 
new level of abstraction in Bley’s 
music, for Bley has rejected both 


Pregnant pauses and Moebius strips of melody. 


Evans’s fascination with the 
popular song form and his com- 
fortable lyricism. Neat chorus 
lengths are generally lacking in 
Turning Point’s compositions 
(mostly by Paul’s then-wife Car- 
la Bley), and replaced by Moe- 
bius strips of melody. Even more 
conventional lines, like the al- 
tered blues of “Calls,” lose their 
structural identity amid the 


dictable reactions of Peacock 
and Motian. Bley’s use of silence 
amid the accompanying activ- 
ity is a cornerstone of his ap- 
proach, turning even his most 
intense passages into articula- 
tions of the most careful self- 


inspection. 
If Bley’s music is always diffi- 


cult and at times seemingly in- 


scrutable, here it receives in- 
spired support from the more 
outgoing Gilmore and Peacock. 
John Gilmore has been touted by 
some critics as John Coltrane’s 
primary inspiration and dis- 
missed by others as a second- 
rate bopper; his true value as an 
iconoclastic tenor soloist has 
generally been lost in the de- 
bate. He worries over
